Saudi Arabian Minister of Industry and 
Electricity, Dr. Ghazi Algosaibi. who has led 
the Kingdom’s recent efforts to promote 
coordination of Gulf states industrial produc- 
tion, will chair the meetings, along with 
Abdul Wabab At-Nafessi. Kuwait’s minister 
of commerce and industry. Saudi Arabia aud 
Kuwait make up the Joint Commission for 
Industrial Coordination, formed in 1978 to 
promote industrial integration between the 
two economic giants of the peninsula. 

One of the commission’s long-range goals 
is the economic integration of Saudi Arabia 
and Kuwait, eliminating costly competition 
and duplication between the two states. The 
commission is capitalized by $600 million to 
pursue implementation of the 12 projects. 

AJgosaibf s visit to Kuwait continues the 
Kingdom’s progress toward, economic integ- 
ration. symbolized by Thursday’s si gnin g of 
an agreement to form a large petrochemical 
company owned by Saudi Arabia. Kuwait 
and Bahrain. The agreement, signed in Man- 
ama by representatives of the three Gulf 
states, funds the company with BD 60 million 
(SR630 million). The plant will produce 
1 .000 tons each of ammonia and methanol 
per day when completed late in 1 983. Total 
investment by the three countries in the pet- 
rochemical complex is expected to reach S 
400 million . 

In a further gesture of support for lower 
competition and shared industrial develop- 
ment, Algosaibi announced last Wednesday 
that Saudi Arabia had dropped its pians to 
build a large aluminum smelter in the city of 
Jubail because of planned aluminum smelter 
expansion in Bahrain and Dubai.

Louisiana universities lift ban on Iranian students 


BATON ROUGE, Louisiana, June 1 (AP) 
— A ban on enrolling Iranians in the state’s 
largest system of higher education was tem- 
porarily lifted Saturday by the executive 
committee of the Louisiana State University 
board of supervisors. The committee’s action 
opens the way for Iranians to register foi 

summer classes. „ 

The full board voted 12-5 May 23 for a 
resolution ordering schools under its direc- 
tion not to admit Iranians as a protest against 
the bolding of American hostages in Iran. 

The board's ban. similar to one passed by 
the state House and Senate, is under legal 
attack by critics who say it is unconstitutional. 
The House and Senate have yet to agree on 
differing versions of the ban. 

The executive committee voted 7-0 to sus- 
pend the ban at a closed meeting, said Oscar 
Richard, a spokesman for LSLT s main cam- 
pus at Baton Rouge. 


“The full board still has to ratify what 
they've done at the next regular meeting, 
which is June 20,” Ricahrd said. ” What they 
did today stands until something else is 
done.” 

Richard said the executive boa rtf s decision 
to suspend the ban followed the advice of 
legal counsel. "I think, in effect, what the 
university lawyers said was that they didn't 
think they had a good case.” he said. "That’s 
my own interpretation of what they meant.” 

The LSU system includes medical schools, 
a- law school and campuses in Baton Rouge, 
New Orleans. Shreveport. Alexandria and 
Eunice. The board’s ban on Iranians set off a 
series of anti -and pro- Iranian moves, includ- 
ing debates in the state legislature and law- 
suits. 

A suit filed Friday in federal court in New 
Orleans accused the LSU board of illegally 
getting involved in foreign policy, pled on 


behalf of 53 Iranians at the University of New 
Orleans, it is set for a hearing Wednesday. 

Thursday, a suit filed on behalf of 67 Ira- 
nians at LSU s Baton Rouge asked for a tem- 
porary restraining order to allow them to 
register for summer classes. “We* re suing on 
several grounds, all based on the constitu- 
tionality of the action.'’ said lawyer Pamela 
Bayer of New Orleans. “ You can’t discrimi- 
nate against anyone based on their national- 
ity. Even aliens are covered by the constitu- 
tion." 

In the state legislature, the House 
approved a ban that would apply to all public 
colleges in the state. The Senate amended it 
to cover only Iranians who break state or 
federal laws, cause public disturbances or 
openly support the kidnapping of Americans 
in Iran. Legislative observers say they expect 
the House to concur with the Senate' s 
amendment.

DAMASCUS. June 1 (R) — The Syrian

The paper was commenting on moves now 
being discussed by West European nations 
because of the stalled talks between Israel, 
Egypt and the United States on Palestinian 
autonomy. 

“Any efforts by any Arab or foreign coun- 
try based on the Camp David agreements or 
self-rule conspiracy will be rejected Tishrin 
said. 

In Amman, the English-language daily 
Iordan Times Sunday attacked President 
limmy Cartel's threat to veto in the United 
Sations any West European initiative for the 
Middle East. 

In an editorial entitled “ Neighborhood 
Sully." the paper said. “The Carter administ- 
ation was trying to delude the rest of the 
vorid by pretending that the 1 978 Camp 
David accords were the only solution to the 
Middle East conflict." 

Carter said Saturday that any peace initia- 
ive by West European or other nations 
vould damage the peace process begun by 
he Camp David accords. 

“This is a variation of the long-runnmg

. lame in town. Apparently not noticing that

LONDON. June I (AP) — A bomb 
exploded in the Kuwait Oil Co. office in Lon- 
don’s fashionable Mayfair district early Sun- 
day. Scotland Yard reported die bomb con- 
tained an estimated 1.5 pounds (0.7 kgs) of 
explosives. The building was believed to be 
empty when the bomb exploded at 130 a.m. 
(0030 GMT) and no casualties were 
reported. 

A spokesman said the explosion blew out 
the front of the building. Police sealed off 
several blocks of Mayfair, but no other details 
were immediately available. 

Authorities declined to speculate who was 
behind the bombing, but Yard chiefs have 
feared a fresh outbreak of Middle East- 


spawned terrorism for several weeks. 

London has become a killing ground in the 
Middle East’s political feuds in recent years. 
At least 19 persons have been killed and 
many wounded here since 1977. 

The violence dimaxed April 30 when six 
Iranian Arab gunmen seized the Iranian 
embassy. British commandos stormed the 
building after a six-day siege as the gunmen 
began executing hostages. 

Two Iranian diplomats were slain. The 
commandos killed five of the terrorists to free 
19 hostages. The surviving gunman, along 
with other Iranians and Libyans arrested for 
bombings and assassinations, is currently 
awaiting trial.

CHITTAGONG, Bangladesh, June 1 
JAP) — A mysterious disease has claimed at 
least 70 lives in the past seven days in three 
villages along the mouth erf the River Ganges, 
the mass- circulation Bengali daily lUefaq 
reported Sunday. 

A medical officer in Chittagong, south 
Bangladesh, told the Associated Press that 


the disease attacked mostly young men who 
experience high temperatures and die within 
three to four hours after contracting it. 

He said a medical team has been rushed to 
the area to control the disease and also to 
extend medical assistance to an unspecified 
number of suspected cases.

reprisals 

ROME, June 1 (OFNS) — Italians liv- 
ing in Libya are terrified of reprisals from 
Col. Gaddafi's government as Rome 
police crack down on his assassination 
squads. Four of the nine Libyans mur- 
dered abroad in recent weeks have been 
killed in Rome. A fifth intended victim, a 
wealthy restaurant owner married to an 
Italian, escaped an assassination attempt 
two weeks ago. 

A 25-year-old Libyan. Momsur Bel- 
gasem, has been charged with attempted 
murder and is alleged to have told police: 
“l was sent by the Libyan people to kill." 

Rome's chief public prosecutor has 
taken over the investigations of all recent 
murders of Libyans here. He believes that 
hit men arriving from Tripoli are provided 
with arms, amm unition and information 
on their victims by a permanent organiza- 
tion set up here to coordinate the "execu- 
tions.” 

Two weeks ago a 55-year-old Libyan 
timber merchant. Muhammad Bouhjar. 
was found stabbed to death in a Rome 
hotel. He bad kept an appointment with a 
distant relation who had arrived from 
Tipoli ostensibly to hand over some 
jewels. Bouhjar was strangled then knifed 
12 times; by his body was left a pencilled 
note in Arabic saying: “The committees 
will find whoever escapes from the coun- 
try, wherever they hide.” 

It was signed “Libyan Revolutionary 
Committees in Rome." Seven hours pas- 
sed before the body was discovered. By 
then, police believe, the assassin was 
safely back in Tripoli, having taken tbc 
afternoon plane from Rome. 

There are now almost as many Italians 
living in Libya — about 1 5,000 — as there 
were 10 years ago when all Italians were 
suddenly expelled from die former Italian 
colony. Italy buys large quantities of oil 
from Libya, and Libya is an important 
buyer of Italian exports. 

The Italian ambassador in Tripoli has 
been called to Rome for consultations 
about the danger to Italian nationals in 
Libya. 

TTie 300-strong Libyan community in 
Rome is living in terror. Libyan-owned 
shops and restaurants are closed and many , 
Libyan families have gone into hiding. 
The Libyan community has sent an appeal 
to the president and the main political par- 
ties asking them to guarantee their safety. 


TEL AVIV, June 1 (OFNS) — If Ezer 
Weizman was indeed plotting Menahera 
Begin’ s downfall, as the Israeli prime minis- 
ter' alleges, he was an inept conspirator. 
Weizman. by far the most popular politician 
in any party, resigned last week without a 
single ally. No other minister joined him in 
the wilderness, no coalition backbencher ral- 
lied to his banner. Even Weizman s Deputy 
Defense Minister. Mordechai Zipori. who 
said initially “1 am with Ezer". ended by 
promoting himself as a candidate for the suc- 
cession. 

In the days before he departed. Weizman 
dropped a whole paper-chase of hints that 
this time he ment it. The most transparent 
was a weekend feature by the military corres- 
pondent of the evening paper, l'ediot 
AJiaronot; which was an interview in all but 
name. Yet no one beat a path to the minister's 
door, no one begged him to think again. 

When Weizman w cm to notify Begin of his 
decision, the prime minister nodded and 
acquiesced. Their interview lasted barely 15 
minutes. It was the same story immediately 
afterward in the cabinet: token regrets, but 
no objections. 

Like another general turned politician, 
Yitzhak Rabin. Weizman never mastered the 
earthy skills of democratic politics. The two. 
rivals from their days together on the general 
s taff, are unalike in every other respecL 
Rabin is taciturn, ponderous and reflective. 
Weizman is gregarious and impulsive, and a 
national prototype. 

But neither had the patience or the appe- 
tite for the chores of their second profession. 
They didn't cultivate political friends, men of 
ambition and men of power. Yet in Israel's 
fragmented political society, the task is not so 
difficult. You don' t need a vast army to count 
as somebody. Agudat Yisrael. an ultra- 
orthodox. anti Zionist party with four MPs. 
earns a place in the present coalition and can 


impose its views on abortions and military 
service for religious girls. 

Two ministers in the Begin cabinet illus- 
trate the point. Yigal Hurvitz. the finance 
minister whose demand for cuts in ‘the 
defense budget was the last straw for Weiz- 
man, leads a splinter of a splinter of the Labor 
Party that found a home in the Likud. The 
Justice Minister. Sftmue! Tatmr. leads a 
splinter of a splinter of Begin' s Herat that 
virtually took over Ylgael Yadin’s Democra- 
tic Movement. Nobody voted for either of 
them, but they cobbled together two factions 
and had something to offer. 

Weizman lacked this leverage, yet with aJI 
his assets he should not have been left so 
isolated. Israeli opinion polls consistently 
showed him far ahead not only of any other 
minister in the popularity ratings, but as the 
only Likud leader with a chance of stemming 
a Labor landslide. 

Yet it remains to be seen whether Weiz- 
man's departure will pose an immediate 
danger to Begin’ s government, which can in 
principle wait till November 1981 before 
going to the country'. Begin still has a cnajc7r- 
ity of about eight in the 120-member Knes- 
set. 

What of Werman’s own future? He is. 
after all, still a vigorous 56-vear-oId. The old 
pilot never lacks for an aeronautical' 
metaphor. In one of his farewell meetings, he 
said he would fly again, though he wasn' t sure 
when or in what craft. 

There have been overtures between 
Weizman and the Labor leader. Shimon 
Peres. Tt would solve at least one of Peres 
dilemmas — how to keep Rabin out of the 
defense ministry in a future Labor administ- 
ration. But for all his dedication to the peace 
negotiations. Weizman remains a man of the 
right with no roots or affinities with the Labor 
movement. The marriage would be one of 
convenience^

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U.N. group to seek 
S. Africa sanctions 


ALGIERS, June 1 (R) — A five-day spe- 
cial session of the United Nations Council for 
Namibia will end here Sunday with a call for 
an urgent meeting of the Security Council to 
impose sanctions on South Africa, confer- 
ence sources say. 

The 3 1-nation council, which has theoreti- 
cally governed Namibia since the U.N. Gen- 
eral Assembly revoked the South African 
mandate in 1 966. will issue a document ask- 
ing the Security Council to impose com- 
prehensive and mandatoty sanctions on the 
Pretoria government according to sources. 

It will urge the international community to 
increase support for any action enabling the 
South West African People’s Organization 
(SWAPO) to pursue its military, political and 
diplomatic struggle. Against the South Afri- 
can presence, they say. 

The SWAPO guerrilla movement headed 
by Sam Nujonia has been recognized by the 
U.N. Genera! Assembly as the sole and 
authentic representative of the Namibian 
people. A seven-nation African summit will 


be held in the Zambian capital Lusanka this 
week to discuss recent developments regard- 
ing a United Nations plan for a peace settle- 
ment bringing independence to Namibia, 
which South Africa rules in defiance of the 
UJ4. 

The Council for Namibia’s 1 2-page draft 
document says that South Africa’s continued 
illegal occupation of the former German col- 
ony has resulted in a "critical situation” in 
Namibia, according to the sources. 

The draft, which was still under discussion 
Saturday night, expresses concern at a “ nega- 
tive attitude” by South Africa over the U.N. 
plan for Namibia’s independence through 
internationally- supervised elections. 

The council will call on the Security Coun- 
cil to dedare the port of Walvis Bay an 
integral part of Namibia and that the issue 
should not be left as a matter for negotiations 
between an independent Namibia and South 
Africa. South Africa regards Walvis Bay as its 
own territory.

War years seem gay to beleaguered Saigonese 


Ho Chi Minh City, Vietnam, June 1 (AP) 
— •* You arc Americans?" The stamp seller’s 
eyes lit up. “Are the Americans coming 
back?" 

Told it was not likely, she said; “Then we 
will surely die." 

A camera dealer in this drab and poverty 
strikcn city that once was called Saigon 
quoted the late Communist leader Ho Chi 
Minh to make the same point; “The most 
precious gift is freedom.”

Once you have lived with freedom,” he 
added, “how can you accept anything else?” 

The American visitors to Saigon, standing 
out in crowds that teemed with U.S soldiers 
and civilian workers not so very long ago, 
were members of the first U.S. tourist group 
allowed into the country since the last Ameri- 
cans were evacuated by helicopter five years 
and one month ago. 

The group, which left Vietnam last Thurs- 
day, included six Americans and four 
Australians. Although treated as tourists and 
kept on a tourist's itinerary, they were all ' 
reporters or photographers. 

This lovely city, once the “Pearl erf the 
Orient” under French colonial rule, then a 
busy, war-bloated capital pulsing with life 
under die Americans, is now a drab and joy- 
less place where food is scarce and thousands 
sleep on sidewalks. 

It is filled, ironically, with nostalgia for the 
days of the war that brought so much havoc 
and death. 

Saigon’s new rulers have not forgotten the 
Ameri cans , either. The visitors, who paid $ 
900 each for their strictly controlled seven- 
day visit, were whisked around to a “war 
crimes” museum in the former U.S. 
Embassy, and to a town northwest erf here, 
wht.e they were shown the elaborate tunnels 
used by the Communist forces in fierce bat- 
tles with American and South Vietnamese 
forces. Other stops included the Mekong 
River Delta and the seaside resort of Yung 
Tau. 

Wherever the Americans went, they drew 
stares, smiles, whispered confidences and 
pleas for help. The only hostile reactions 
came from Soviet advisers. In a hotel, an 
American was subjected to a finger- wagging 
lecture by an East European in a language 
that neither he nor the Vietnamese around 
him could understand.

Hie stamp seDer, constantly urging her 
new American friend to “look at the stamps” 
so that authorities would not grow suspicious 
said her life in Ho Chi Minh Oty was desper- 
ate. 

“They took away my home. They sent my 
boy to fight in Cambodia. They give me no 
rations.” she said. “It is very difficult to 
live "Tears streamed down her face and she 
turned away. 

The camera salesman said he tried six times 
to flee Vietnam" and all those times I was 
betrayed. The last time I spent two years two 
months and three days in a re-education 
camp. This is another word for prison.” 

He said he would try to leave again. “And 


if I am caught again, I will surely try once 
more.” 

Everwhere they went, the Americans were 
approached by women trying to find a way 
out of the country with the mixed blood chil- 
dren of American husbands and boyfriends 
long since gone. 

Especially on the last day of the Ameri- 
cans’ stay, women and sometimes the chil- 
dren pressed around, thrusting letters, peti- 
tions and photographs into the visitor^ 
hands. 

The Vietnamese tour guides invited the 
Americans to the Saturday night dance at the 
former U.S. officers dub, where the Russians 
and their Eastern European allies are now 
entertained by Vietnamese nightdub singers. 
As the Americans walked in die music stop- 
ped, and the next minute the Vietnamese 
girls in their silk dresses were singing an old 
Beatles tune. 

“Yesterday," they sang, “all my troubles 
seemed so far away. Now it seems as though 
they re here to stay.” As if to make sure their 
message got across, they sang another 
American favorite; “Those were the days, my 
friend, we thought they’d never end, we’d 
sing and dance forever and a day. 

“We’d live the life we choose, we’d fight 
and never loose. Those were the days, oh yes, 
those were the days." 


China announces Tibet reforms 


PEKING, June 1 (R) — Communist China 
has announced a series of wide-ranging 
reforms for Tibet which revealed that things 
had been going seridbsly wrong in the vast 
Himalayan region for more than a decade. 

The People 's Dady said Hu Yaobang, the 
general secretary of the Chinese Communist 
party, was currently making an inspection 
tour of the so-called “autonomous region” 
with the newly-appointed Vice- Premier Wan 
Li. It was the highest-level visit to Tibet at 
least since the Culutral revolution of the 
late-1 960's. 

The paper said the two leaders, after 10 
days of talks with local officials, had drawn up 
a six-point list of preconditions for a more 
prosperous Tibet 

The list revealed that for at least the past 
decade the Tibetan economy and culture had 
suffered from a system of rigid left-wing con- 
trols dften imposed by non-Tibetan Chinese 


officials who lived in relative luxury. 

It alto appeared to confirm reports by fore- 
ign correspondents who visited the area last 
year that Tibet was being governed like a 
Chinese colony. 

The reforms were announced two days 
after it was revealed that Tibef s Communist 
party supremo, Ren Rong, had been sacked 
and replaced by a Tibetan-speaking Chinese, 
Yin Fatang, with 20 years experience in the 
region. 

“A minority of Han (Chinese) comrades 
have displayed in correct tendencies” accord- 
ing to one of the six points listed. “They have 
abused their positions to put in their own 
people, indulged in factionalism ... have 
wasted collective funds and have basked in 
privilege, holding banquets and giving pres- 
ents,” the People f s Dady said. 

It was -therefore necessary to strengthen 
ties between Tibetan and Chinese officials.

NATO to ask Greek return 


ATHENS, June I (AP) — New proposals 
to induce Greece to return to NATO's milit- 
ary wing are in preparation, Greek newspap- 
ers said Saturday. Quoting reliable sources, 
the report said the new plan, is being pre- 
pared by Gen. Bernard Rogers, supreme 
commander of the allied forces, for submis- 
sion to the Greek government shortly. 

Greece quit the military stru cture of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization in. 1974 
in protest against the Turkish invasion of 
Cyprus. Sine 1977 intermittent negotiations 
for the country’s return to the alliance have 
failed either because of veto by Turkey, 
which seeks broader operational rights in the 
Aegean Sea, or rejection by Greece erf the 
proposed terms. Athens is seeking a special 
relationship with NATO, demanding the 


same operational division existing in 1974 

Greece and Turkey have had conflicts 
claims to Aegean seabed and airspace rigb 
since they reached the brink of war over Cj?

Panel abandons probe of Cossiga 


ROME. June 1 (AP) — A parliamentary 
panel overrode Communist objections 
Saturday and decided to dismiss charges that 
Premier Francesco Cossiga helped a well- 
connected terrorist suspect to escape arrest. 

The 20-member standing co mmis sion of 
inquiry voted 1 1-9 not to press a parliamen- 
tary probe demanded by a Turin prosecutor 
and supported by the Communists and the 
Radicals. The commission handies criminal 
allegations involving members of parliament. 

But the vote was not likely to end the first 
crisis of confidence confronted by the 51- 
year-old Christian Democrat, who has been 
known for his integrity. Parliamentary 
sources said the Communists and Radicals 
still may try to bring the case before parlia- 
ment by filing petitions.

Botham leads Somerset to victory 


LONDON, June 1 (AP) — Muhammad 
Ali. in training for a summer bid to regain the 
world heavyweight boxing title, appears to be 
suffering from brain damage and should not 
fight again, a British neurologist was quoted 
as saying Sunday. 

A London Harley Street physician, who 
was not identified, was asked by the Sunday 
Times newspaper to study films of Ali taken 
in 1970. 1978 and 1979 following reports 
that dose relatives and others, including doc- 
tors and world Boxing Council President 
Joseph Sulaiman. have urged Ali not to fight 

again . 

The London spedalist said the films 
showed a marked deterioration in the 38- 
year-old boxer’s spontaneity and move- 
ments. 

“His (Alfs) speech disturbance is most 
likely to reflect the cumulative effects of 
repeated microscopic brain damage sus- 
tained during his career.” the specialist, said 
to have considerable experience of brain- 
damaged boxers, was quoted as saying. 

Sunday Times reporter Denis Lehane. who 


visited the boxer training at Deer Lake, 
Pennsylvania, described Ali"s movements as 
"slow and ponderous — like a big cat. a Puma 
whose limbs are stiffened by the years* 
and his speech badly slurred to the point t*f 
near unintelligibility sometimes. 

Reporter Lehane said that many people 
believe that if Ali goes into the ring for his 
scheduled comeback fight against current 
champion Larry Holmes. Ali will be badly 
beaten and knocked out for the first time in 
his famous career. 

But Ali is quoted as saying that he will go 
ahead in his quest to be remembered as four- 
times world champion and "the greatest ath- 
lete of ail times." 

The London specialist said that in the first 
film, when Ali was 29. the boxer s speech was 
cleaT and rapid, his face normally expressive 
and his thinking and movements brisk. In rhe 
1978 and 1979 television interviews “bis 
articulation was slurred and imprecise, his 
face somewhat impassive and his speech and 
movement generally much slower.” the 
specialist said.

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Scene- setting for ‘President Mondale’

COSMETIC OPERATION 

The way the Camp David side intends to mark time 
during the coming six months — until, that is. President Carter 
is secure in the White House once more — is beginning to 
become clearer. President Sadat has revealed that he expects a 
new American initiative to rescue the “Palestinian autonomy 
talks" from its present impasse, caused mainly by Begin’ s 
unbridled intransigence and greed. 

The Egyptian president gave no details. But these can be 
filled in, if the so-called “peace process" remains true to 
previous form. What Carter wants at the moment is to avoid 
any new failure. His reelection campaign has seen more than 
enough of these. He will therefore come up with some cosme- 
tic suggestions, with the double aim of giving the appearance 
of movement until such time as he can devote himself to the 
Middle East, and of undercutting the expected moves from 
Europe toward a Middle East settlement. 

Sadat will welcome such help from Carter. Even a cosme- 
tic operation is better than nothing, given the mounting pres- 
sures against him both within and outside Egypt, following the 
failure of the “autonomy talks." 

Begin for his part, will no doubt welcome this also. Time 
for him is of the essence, and the more of itthe present internal 
preoccupations of the American administration will give him 
the better. Time, that is, to strengthen his hold on the occupied 
territories and Jerusalem, so that the Americans and Egyp- 
tians will be faced with a fait accompli once they return to the 
negotiating table. 

Thus all the parties to Camp David are agreeable to let 
things ride. But they are not working in a void; and other 
parties to the dispute will want to move things more purpo- 
sively, since the present impasse is too dangerous to continue. 
And it is here where the European powers come in. 

Europe is increasingly convinced that the Camp David 
approach, in so far as it complicated rather than facilitated the 
quest for peace in the Middle East, respresents a danger to the 
area and hence to Europe’s interests therein. The European 
initiative will therefore have to be launched, despite the pres- 
sures from America and Egypt against it. France, at least, as its 
foreign minister has said, is ready to push forward. The com- 
ing European su mmi t it in Venice will show bow far this 
conviction has grown. 


WASHINGTON — 

The interior design of the Carter-Mondale re- 
election headquarters in Washington underwent 
some intriguing changes recently. Down from the 
walls came those maps of the nation, visible proof of 
the success of die president's primary cam p ai gn . Up 
in their place went floor plans of Madison Square 
Garden, New York, where the Democratic conven- 
tion will be held in August. The nomination may be 
in the bag, but the problem now is keeping it there.

All sorts of things , however, 
can happen to those delegates between now and 
then. Most are mandated by law to vote for the 
president, but U.S. electoral laws are seemingly 
made to be challenged, overturned or just p lain 
broken. 

Kennedy tacticians have their eye on Role 1 1 (H) 
of the delegate selection rules, which binds dele- 
gates for the first ballot unless released in writing 
by the presidential candidate. " ’Jliisos one of the - 
new party rules, adopted since die 1976 conven- 
tion. It will thus be voted on in New York the 
nomination process begins. 

The theory runs like this. Reagan will have been 
nominated a month before; with his judiciously 
chosen running-mate, he will be well ahead in the 
polls. Inflation will still be rampant. The hostages 
will still be in Iran, and the Russians in Afghanistan. 


Democratic delegates will thus vote down Rule 11 
(H), freeing themselves of their obligation to nomi- 
nate a loser. 

What can Carter do to prevent this mass defec- 
tion ? Quite a lot Between now and August those 
2,000-odd delegates, their names securely lodged 
in the campaign computer, will be the most pam- 
pered people in the United States. Each will receive 
follow-up phone calls from the president. He’ll also 
be writing to them , naturally. They in turn must feel 
free to call if they have any problems. 

“ We consider these delegates the most impor- 
tant people m American politics, ” said a senior 
Carter strategist. “ And we’U be treating them as 
such. We don't want to know only what they dunk 
politically, but what they drink on Friday night. ” 

The convention nonetheless promises to be a 
hugely entertaining morass of platform fights, rules 
squabbles and delegate disarray. If Carter does win 
the nomination, as has to remain likely, he will do so 
amid nationally televised party chaos, in stark con- 
trast to the tight Republicam ship steered by skipper 
"Reagan. 

If Carter, by whatever chance, fails to win the 
. nomination, die beneficiary is unlikely to be 
Edward Kennedy. A host of Capitol Hill con- 
spiracies are even now plotting the elevation of 
Vice-President Walter Moodale, as astute and ami- 
able politidan who has managed to dissociate him- 
self from the worst hours of the Carter presidency. 

The current favorite, as senatorial soap opera 
entitled “ The Scandanavian Connection, ” has 
Moodale becoming president despite a Carter 


nomination, and, by the standards of U.S. soap 
operas, it is not all that far-fetched. 

The story so far : 

The November election is over, and independent 
candidate John Anderson (son of a Swedish immig- 
rant) has prevented either Carter or Reagan win- 
ning a majority of electoral college votes; he did so 
remarkably easily, by winning jost one state. Carter 
carried all the states he won in 1976, with the excep- 
tion of Texas, which went to Reagan. 

The election thus passes into the House of Rep- ' 
resentatives, as decreed by the constitution. Each 
state delegation has one vote, except those evenly 
divided between Republicans and Democrats. 
Republicans have gained control of two delegations 
in November, giving them 14 to the Democrats’ 27, 
with nine (as before) evenly divided. Twenty-six 
votes are needed for victory; 

It is now Jan. 6, 1 981 and the House is meeting to 
elect die new president In die face of the Carter- 
Reagan stalemate, Anderson receives two votes : 
that of the state he carried in die election, plus just 
one more, from ap anti-Carter (pro-Mondale) -- 
Democratic delegation. 

Carter, with 25 votes, is tantalgingly short of a 
majority. Unless the House changes its mind within 
two weeks — by inauguration day on Jan. 20 — the 
vice-president will become acting president, with all 
the powers of the presidency.

Will Carter approach Iran crisis with open mind?

NEW HAVEN — 

The news media call the rescue mission in Iran a 
fiasco comparable to the Bay of Pigs, and govern- 
ment inquiries are under way to find out whether it 
really was just bad luck. If the testimony and 
documentary evidence reveal that there were seri- 
ous defects in the decision- making process, the 
inquiries might also reveal something about the 
causes of those defects, which could point the way 
to correcting them. Among the major causes to be 
considered, one worth looking into is psychological 
stress : How well did President Jimmy Carter and 
his advisers cope with the stresses of making an 
extremely diffi cult decision in the midst of multiple 
crises ? 

Psychological research on the ways that people 
deal with the stresses of making risky decisions 
point to three main patterns of coping. In one. 
known as “ vigilance. ” psychological stress has the 
positive value of making the person exceptionally 
alert and highly motivated to use sound decision- 
making procedures. Among the key criteria are 
careful weighing of consequences and a thorough 
search for relevant information. 

Did Carter meet these criteria ? If so. it would 


become apparent that he made full use of the gov- 
ernment's intelligence community to obtain the 
best possible probability estimates of each of the 
potential disasters that could make it a “ no-win 
situation. ” including' the probability that the Iran 
nians would retaliate by taking new hostages among 
the 200 to 300 Americans in Iran. 

If subsequent inquiries indicate that Carter did 
not display a vigilant coping pattern, it would be 
appropriate to examine the two other patterns of 
coping with high stress, both of which lead to defec- 
tive decision-making procedures. One, referred to 
by psychologists as “ hyper-vigilance, ’’ involves a 
frantic, inefficient search for a way out of a distres- 
sing dilemma. In extreme from, it corresponds to 
what is popularly called panic or near-panic. Even 
when emotional arousal is not obvious, it can pre- 
vent decision makers from seeing dearly all the 
ramified consequences and incline them to make an 
impulsive choice based on simplistic thinking. One 
variant of this pattern consists of relying exclusively 
on the judgment of a forceful adviser, which termi- 
nates the painful task of weighing all the dangers. 
Fortunately, hyper- vigilance is rare among high- 
level executives. 

Much more common' is another defective coping 


pattern, “ defensive avoidance, ” which involves 
seeking relief from emotional tension by engaging 
in wishful thinking. Relying on reassuring illusions 
and rationalizations, the decision maker bolsters 
the least objectionable choice by minimizing its dis- 
advantages without realizing that available factual 
information about the dangers is being ignored or 
distorted. 

In cohesive decision- making groups, a collective 
form of defensive avoidance sometimes occurs. At 
every meeting, die members reassert feelings of 
solidarity and avoid debating any controversial 
issues that would spoil the cozy, reassuring group 
atmosphere. Such groups show a strong 
concurrence-seeking tendency, known as “ group- 
think, " which overrides their strivings to be realis- 
tic. This apparently happened when the Bay of Pigs 
decision was made. 

One symptom is a shared sense that the group 
and its resources are so great that there is no need to 
worry about taking excessive risks. Another con- 
sists of putting direct pressure on any member who 
argues against the group's shared rationalizations, 
stereotypes and ill-conceived plans. If the dissenter 
does not give in, he is treated as a deviant who is 
violating group norms, his advice is ignored, and he 


may be excluded from the crucial meeting at 
the final decision is made. (One cannot he 
wonder whether the way Cyrus Vance wast 
was an instance of just such a symptom.)

Developing modern tourism however, is 
not just a question of building luxury hotels 
and setting up transport facilities. Equally 
important is the hiring of staff to operate the 
new facilities. A Hotel and Tourism Training 
Centre was set up in Dummar near Damascus 
in 1978. Students train for three years. Each 
year, they work five months in a hotel and 
spend five months studying at the school. 

Now there are plans to set up a hotel and 
tourism training centre in Latakia, with 
engineering studies scheduled for the next 
few months. 

Although the surge of activity in the tour- 
ism sector should result in an increase in the 
number of visitors to Syria in coming years, 
tourism has been operating in Syria on a 
modest scale for a number of years. Syria has 
long been a popular summer vacation spotfcir 
visitors from die Arab oil states: who didn’t 
particularly want to spend the summer in 
Europe. Bloudan, near Damascus is such a 
resort. Arab state visitors often rent a house 
and bring their own cars over. 

Along with tourism from other Arab 
states, there has always been a certain 
amount of foreign tourism. Much of this con- 
sisted of Americans interested in Syria's his- 
torical sites. Some would come for two or 
three days as part of package tours in a 
number of countries, while others would 
spend 1 0 days or so on study tours. In recent 
months however, with the deterioration of 
United States-Syrian relations, the number 
of American tourists has fallen dramatically. 

Germans have also come on study tours, 
often bringing along a professor of history. It 
is expected the Japanese will arrive in increas- 
ing numbers in 1981 and 1982. 

It's worth mentioning that the private sec- 
tor tourism business is doing increasingly well 
in Syria, and there has been a growth in 
Syrian tourism outside the country. When 
they do travel. Syrians are particularly fond 
of deluxe tours in the company of people they 
know. Tours to the south of Spain have been 
very popular, as trips to the United States. 
Tours to Japan are also beginning to be in 
demand. 

At present, a Westerner telling his friends 
he’s going to spend a vacation in Syria is likely 
to be met with a puzzled look and the ques- 
tion "Where?”; but Syria has a tremendous

amount to offer the desert ruins of Palmyra

Author looks at Islamic la w

‘An Introduction to Islamic Law * 
(Joseph Schacht, Oxford 
Univ. Press, rep. 1979) 

JEDDAH — This book, the first of its 
kind to. appear in English, relates the 
evolution and outlines of Islamic law. It is 
intended for a general readership and will 
be of interest to historians and social sci- 
entists as well as to lawyers. It will be of 
special usefulness to foreigners living and 
working in the Kingdom. 

In his preface. Sdiacht, an internation- 
ally acknowledged authority, defines the 
parameters of his work. “I have tried" he 
says, "to refer the development of (Sunni) 
Islamic law to the development of Islamic 
society”. He goes on to describe Islamic 
law as "the epitome of Islamic 
thought.. -the most typical manifestation 
of the Islamic way of life.” Its name, 
"fikh” (knowledge), shows that Islam 
regards the Jaw as the best knowledge to 
be gained by mankind. The law permeates 
the literature, the sdences and even the 
arts of Islam.” It is impossible, Sdiacht 
insists, "to understand Islam without 
understanding Islamic Law’.” 

A pre-Islamic background follows in 
which Schacht shows that the legal institu- 
tions of Arabia before Islam were sophis- 
ticated. those of Mecca, Medina and Taif 
more so than those of the Bedouin. From 
the Koran itself comes a list of commerdal 
terms many of which have a basis in the 
current legal system. The vocabulary of 
pre-Islamic law has survived into the pres- 
ent to a remarkable extenL 

Muhammad first intervened in the 
affairs of Medina as a settler of disputes, a 
bakam in the old tradition. As the 
Prophet, he became the ruler and lawgiver 
of a new sodety. The older traditions of 
arbitration were gradually replaced. The 
purpose of Muhammad, as Schacht points 
out, was "to teach men how to act in order 
to pass the judgement and enter parad- 
ise.” Thus Islam in general is a system of 
ritual, moral and legal duties ail on the 
same footing under the authority of the 
same religious command. In the Koran 


men are commanded to be just, not to 
offer bribes, to give true evidence and ro 
give true measure in business transactions. 
Much of this was current in the pre- 
Islamic tradition, in the prohibition on 
alcohol and gambling and the taking of 
interest, in the restriction of private ven- 
geance and in the enhancement of the 
status of women, however. Islam shows a 
dear break with previous standards of 
behaviour. 

In the first century of Islam, most of the 
distinctive features of Islamic law came 
into being. Schacht describes the evolu- 
tion of the law under the Uramavads and 
the development of systematic reasoning 
in the second century. He outlines the con- 
tributions made by a number of prominent 
authorities. The Abbasids were the first to 
make the important connection of the 
office of Oadi with the Shari' a and intro- 
duced the legal investigation of com- 
plaints. 

Some modernist legislation. Schacht 
indicates, did occur in the latter Ottoman 
period and in Egypt. Syria. Lebanon and 
Jordan. This was chiefly to adjust family 
law. In no Muslim country, however, has 
traditional Islamic law ceased to be the 
ideal, influencing and inspiring secular 
legislation. Schdcht defines the general 
concepts of the law and follows with par- 
ticular references to persons, property, 
contracts, obligations, family, inheritance 
and penal law. A chapter on legal proce- 
dures shows as much as any other part of 
the book with what caution and circums- 
pection Islamic law sifts evidence, 
examines witnesses and gives benefit of 
doubt to the accused. 

In a final discussion of the nature of 
Islamic law Schacht again stresses that "it 
is conscious of its character as a religious 
ideal” in a world of continuing and 
increasing decadence. The essence of 
Islamic law which assures its unity in spite 
of vicisstudes is its assessment of all 
human acts and relationships as obligat- 
ory. recommended, indifferent, rep- 
rehensible and forbidden. Law has thus 
been incorporated into religious duties 
and it has become the fixed tradition of the 
Muslims.

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Experts fear Britain 
entering ’30s- type slump

All-news TV makes debut

LONDON, June 1 (AFP) — Great Britain 
is slipping toward a severe recession that, in 
the view of many experts, could be the most 
serious one to hit the country since 1930s. 

And even the just- won success of the 
European Common Market in solving die 
thorny complex of problems besetting die 
community. Britain's contribution to the 
budget and farm prices is not expected to 
gready help Britain's own economy (even if 
the settlement is approved and goes into 
effect, as is generally expected. 

All of Britain’s economic indicators agree 
in predicting a sharp rise in unemployment, 
which already stands at a post-war record 
high of 1 .5 million, and foreshadow a slowing 
in the growth rate that will be the most 
marked in industrial Europe. 

The recession that is expected in the com- 
ing months will succeed two years of “stagfla- 
tion” — slow economic activity combined 
with continuing high inflation. While there 
are many causes of the impending crunch, 
and they receive varying analyses, the experts 
agree th3t basic factors causing the problem 
include interest rates, an overvalued pound 
(often called “absurdly high”), and lower 
demand for goods and services. 

And in Paris, with the French consumer 


price index rising 1 2 per cent in April and by 
13.9 per cent in the last 12 months, France 
beat its inflation record of the last six years, 
fueling discontent on the industrial front. The 
front is likely to show itself in union-led 
actions in the months ahead, observers here 
believe. 

The April rise meant that inflation passed 1 
per cent in four consecutive months for the 
first time since 1974, meaning a rise of 5.4 per 
cent in die period and an annual rate of 1 7 per 
cent. The figure is in marked contrast with the 
government forecast of around 12 per cent 
for the year, although Economy Minister 
Rene Monoiy said this week that the “worst 
period is over.” 

He explained his optimism by pinpointing 
several factors which should bring improve- 
ment — increases in primary materials prices 
had started to fall back since last month, and 
wholesale price indexes had unproved, which 
would be reflected in consumer prices in the 
months ahead. 


ATLANTA, Georgia, June 1 (R) — An 
improbable scheme hatched by a 41- 
year-old millionaire came to life Sunday 
when a satellite started beaming to U-S. 
viewers their first 24^hour all-news televi- 
sion network. 

Atlanta broadcasting and sports enter- 
preneur Ted Turner, founder erf the Cable 
News Network (CNN). which will produce 
the program, said he is confident the coun- 
try needs the station. 

CNN 1 s first major interview was with 
President Jimmy Carter on the Middle 
East situation. Via satellite and local cable 
systems, CNN will beam a continuous 
stream of news, features, commentary by 
celebrities, weather and just plan talk. 

The first programs will reach about 2 
million subscribers over 33 cable systems 
from Honolulu, Hawaii, to Audubon, 
New Jersey. Turner, owner of the Atlanta 
Braves major league baseball team and of 


an Atlanta television, said he is prepared 
to lose$ 2 million a month on CNN for the 
first 13 months. 

By the year 2.000. he said, 85 per cent of 
the nation's television viewers would be 
■‘wired” into cable systems, a potentially 
huge market for CNN. Turner is known 
for his audacity, both in business decisions 
and personal behavior. But CNN’s rela- 
tively thin budget and staff have prompted 
many in the broadcasting industry to ques- 
tion its viability. 

CNN shows will be done mainly by 
journalists: 170 in Atlanta and 130 more 
in seven U.S. cities and in Rome and Lon- 
don. Turner has signed up few names: 
former CBS reporter Daniel Schorr. 
Senator Barry Goldwater and consumer 
activist Ralph Nader among them. 

In addition, CNN President Reese 
Schonfidd said Saturday CNN will have 
the news agency services of Reuters, UPI 
and UPI Film Services. 


Brazil’s gasahol industry encounters pitfalls 


Nigerian leader 
blamed ininquiry 


ABIDJAN. Ivory Coast, June 1 (R) — 
Nigerian state oil company chairman A.K. 
Hart told an investigating tribunal that 
former head of state Olusegun Obasanjo was 
responsible for past irregularties in the award 
of Nigerian oil contracts, Lagos radio 
reported Saturday. 

Hart, chairman of the Nigerian National 
Petroleum Corporation (NNPQ, told the 
crude oil sales tribunal that Major-General 
Obasanjo approved contracts worth hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars without referring 
them to the board, it said. 

The tribunal was set up by Nigerian Presi- 
dent Shehu Shagari in April to carry out a 
two- month investigation into the alleged dis- 
apearance of 2.8 billion Nigerian nairas 
(about $4.7 billion) from the NNPC. 


BRASILIA. Brazil. June 1 (AP) — 
Brazil's pioneer program ro ran millions of 
cars on home-grown sugar cane alcohol is 
sputtering because of labor trouble, industry 
delays and people who would rather drink the 
fuel than fill their tanks. 

The government'sambitious goal of having 
2 million alcohol-powered cars on Che road 
by 1985 has already been moved back to 
1988. The state-controlled Petrobras oil 
monopoly has begun exporting alcohol fuel 
because of low demand and to take advan- 
tage of the high market price of up to $ 60 a 
barrel — almost double the current price of 
oil. 

The 474 gasoline stations authorized to sell 
pure alcohol have a glut of alcohol. The 
Ministry of Industry and Commerce says 
some people are running their gasoline 
engines on pure alcohol to take advantage of 
the government-subsidized price of about 38 
cents a liter, compared to 60 cents a liter for 
regular gasoline. 

fhat savings, a ministry spokesman said, 
will be wiped out by mechanical problems 


later because engines are designed for 
specific fuels. 

Some people have been tapping the pumps 
to make a run- like beverage called cachaca. 
Brazil's favorite intoxicating drink. The gov- 
ernment is solving that problem by adding 
about 3 per cent gasoline to the alcohol to 
make its poisonous. 

All gasoline fold in Brazil is mixed with up 
to 20 per cent alcohol. Technicians say mix- 
tures higher than that corrode parts in 
gasoline engines. The trouble with the 
alcohol program in this nation of 1 23 milli on 
started in April, just after the government 
authorized the sale of alcohol cars to the gen- 
eral public. Before that, only taxi drivers and 
government fleet could buy alcohol cars. 

Brazil s major automakers — Volkswagen. 
Fiat, Ford Chrysler and General Motors — 
were hit by a six- week metalworkers strike 
that halted production lines. 

“The strike came exactly at the time when 
we were gearing up to start commercial 
sales.” said Marcos de Lima Fernandes, 
executive secretary of the government's 


National Executive Commission on Alcohol. 
By 1 9S8. the latest target date, the govern- 
ment hopes to substitute 20 per cent of the 
country's 1 .2- million-barrel daily consump- 
tion of oil with alcohol. 

Fernandes says that despite the metalwor- 
kers strike. Brazil will produce 200.000 
alcohol-powered cars tbs year. SO per cent of 
its goal. Ministry sources, however, say they 
would be surprised if 100.000 cars are pro- 
duced. No more than 15.000 alcohol- 
powered cars are on the road now. according 
to government and industry sources. 

Officials say they will take necessary steps 
to insure the success of the program, which 
has attracted international attention. Brazil 
says alcohol is a key to its program designed 
to cut a foreign oil bill that may exceed S 10 
billion this year. 

The government has been trying to spur 
sales of alcohol cars by promising to keep die 
price low at the pump and by forcing car 
manufacturers to sell the new vehicles for the 
same price as cars with conventional engines. 
Car prices start at $ 3.400.

Pressures grow as stock rally loses steam

NEW YORK, June 1 — All maturity areas 
of the fixed-income markets came under 
pressure last week as the recent rally 
appealed to have at least temporarily run out 
of steam. The reasons for recent upward yield 
pressures, while not tied to any new 
developments mi the economic scene, did 
appear to be related to market fundamentals 
that simply do not justify the magnitude of 
yield declines that have occurred over the 
past two months or so. 

In effect, investment-oriented participants 
who embrace this view have chosen to remain 
on the sidelines. This lack of meaningful 
retail followthroiigh at a time when dealer 
positions appear consequential was sufficient 
reason alone for the market to lose some of its 
recent sharp gains. 

Certainly, these investors did not take too 
much encouragement from the fact that the 
Federal Reserve Board chose to approve a 
relatively modest 1 per cent reduction in the 
discount rate when market rate movements 
would dictate atleast 2 per cent, if the Fed felt 
that' present or lower levels would prevail 
down the road. One could very well make the 
case that such a modest f eduction was made 
so that the discount rate would not be out of 
line even should short-term rates spurt 


upward over the weeks ahead. 

In this regard it is interesting to cote that 
the April FOMC minutes disclosed that 
committee did anticipate the May- June 
period — an event that would most probably 
put upward pressure on short-term rates. 

The recent stance of monetary policy has 
resulted in no small amount of confusion 
among market participants and heated 
debate between analysts within and outside 
the Fed. On the. other, hand, participants can 
arguefthat the Fed did in fact ease by pointing 
to tfieiact that the funds, rate has declined 
from a’higb around 20 per cent to t‘ £ 10-1 1 
per cent range over the past month or so. 

At the same time, the FOMC has con- 
tinued to lower the intervention point at 
which it drains reserves from 13 down to 
about 9 per cent. On the other hand, how- 
ever, statements from the Fed chairman and 
other hi gh ranking Federal Reserve officials 
continue to stress the case that the Fed has 
not in fact eased and that to conclude so 
would be to miss the meaning of the Fed 1 s 
October 6 approach to policy.

Certainly, when one looks at the FetT s por- 
ture of holding tight on reserves, one has to 
come to the conclusion that weakening mar- 
ket psychology credit demands and slow 
money growth were fully responsible for the 
decline statistics indications that the 
economy had entered into a recession and 
had undergone a sharp contraction in March. 
At the same time it bad seemed a decline by 
an annual rate of growth of 18.4 in April. 

Under such circumstances, the Fed shifted 
from a passive role of allowing rates to 
decline to a more active role of strongly 
encouraging rates to dedine.

As a result, while total reserves have shown 
little growth since the end of April the com- 
position has changed dramatically. 

At the end of April nonbo trowed reserves 
accounted for under 94 per cent of total 
reserves, whereas for the most recent report- 
ing period this ratio took at 98 per cent. This 
is an important point to keep in mind since 
banks view nonborrowed reserves as per- 
meoat in nature. As such they provide die 
wherewithal to expand reserves and deposits. 
Borrowed reserves on the other hand are 
viewed as a temporary source by banks and 
are generally not used to expand deposits of 
reserves.

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NATO to ponder 
Soviet build-up 


BRUSSELS. June It R) — NATO defense 
ministers will meet this week to study the 
alliance's response to a Soviet build-up of 
tactical, medium- range and strategic nudear 
missiles, according to diplomatic sources. 
The meeting takes place on Thursday at an 
air base at Bodo. above the Arctic Circle in 
Norway, and comes during a standstill in 
East- West arms control negotiations. 

NATO sees the most serious imbalance in 
favor of the East as medium- range weapons, 
with SS-20 rockets and the Tupolev- 2-' 
"backfire" bomber being speedily put in 
place. 

To counter the threat. NATO decided in 
December to modernize its arsenal by pro- 
ducing and deploying nearly 600 Pershing-II 
and low-flying Cruise missiles in Western 
Europe. But the first new weapons will not be 
ready before 1985. The U-S. plans to have 
1 60 Cruise missiles in place in Europe by the 
end ofl 985 and all of them should be opera- 
tional by 1988. 

In the meantime. 150 Soviet SS-2CTs are 
already in place. One more comes out each 
week and the Soviet Union will soon have 
four warheads on three of these multiple 
independently targetable re-entiy vehicles 
(MIRVS), according to NATO intelligence 


sources. 

At the same time as it decided to deploy 
108 Pershing- 11 missiles in West Germany 
and 464 Cruise missiles in five West Euro- 
pean countries. NATO offered immediate 
negotiations with Moscow to limit the 
number of land-based, medium-range nuc- 
lear missiles on both sides. It also announced' 
the unilateral withdrawal of 1.000 U.S. nuc- 
lear warheads from Europe. The withdrawal 
is now taking place. 


The Soviet reaction has been negative. A 
summit meeting of the Co mmuni st Warsaw 
Pact in the Polish capital last month laid down 
as a condition for the negotiations that 
NATO rescind "or at least suspend the real- 
ization" of its decision to deploy Pershing 
missiles and Cruise missiles in Western 
Europe. 

West Germany Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt has said he intends to sound out the 
Soviet Union on the offer of negotiations 
when he visits Moscow on June 30. But 
French officials said they detected no sign of 
Soviet interest in taking up the NATO offer 
when French President Valery Giscard 
d* Estaing met Soviet leader Leonid Brezhnev 
in Warsaw last month. 


Wants peaceful solution 

Canada warns U.S. on Iran 


OTTAWA, June L (R) — External Affairs 
Minister Mark Macguigan said the Canadian 
government would object to any further U2S. 
attempts to free the American hostages in 
Iran by force. His coir ments, released Satur- 
day, were made in a television interview 
taped for airing Sunday. 

"I have had a lot of reservations about 
American foreign policy, about their lack of 
consultation, about their lack of adequate 
leadership” he said."! think that it hasn’t 
been so badd?at we don't have a considerable 
amount of agreement with them, but in terms 
of their tactics I think it leaves often a lot to be 


desired." 

He said the Canadian government would 
object to any more attempts by the United 
States to use force to free the hostages held in 
Iran since Nov. 4. 

Washington, meanwhile, repeated a six- 
week old warning to Americans that they 
faced imprisonment or fines if they traveled 
to Iran without government permission. 

Attorney General Benjamin Gviletti 
issued a statement saying be had received 
reports that some Americans may be plan- 
ning to travel to Iran. He did not say who was 
planning a trip to Iran.

Old maxims ring hollow 


Thoughts of shoes, socialism fill Peking worker’s diary 


PEKING, June 1 (WP) — " People are fed 
up with this talk that capitalism is inferior to 
socialism. I think the two systeros_must be 
treated like two kinds of food in two bowls. 
Let the people taste both and decide for 
themselves which one tastes better." 

These words are from die diary of a 28- 
year-old Peking factory workers, made avail- 
able by him on there condition that his name 
not be used. The language is often rough and 
inconsistent, but the doubts about the Chin- 
ese Communist systemare heard at some point 
in nearly every private conversation with 
young Chinese these days. 

“ I want a few dollars" raise ? Maybe, but 
the/ U torture you fust with all the meetings, 
discussions, study sessions... ah, if s frustrat- 
ing ! The capitalists in the old society were 
good at exploiting people, but the Commun- 
ist party is even more crafty. ” 

The worker* s diary reflect" a classic gener- 
ation gap between the revolutionaries who 
rescued China from famine, civil war and 
terrible suffering 30 years ago tod their 
grandchildren, who cannot appreciate the 
changes and do not find their current lives 
satisfying. In a major speech at a youth con- 
ference tiiis month, one of the aged leaders. 
Vice Premier Wang Renzhoog, pleaded with 
youth to reject " unhealthy things from 
abroad and stick with Co mm unist ideals. " 

A brief look at the life of one young Chin- 
ese. complete with inconsistencies, rumors 
and petty angers, shows the message has dif- 
ficulty getting through. 

Sunday : " after work at 2 p.m.. I went 
window shopping with a few friends to the 
Peking department store. Our eyes were 
caught by a huge crowd of people milling in 
front of a display window at the leftside of the 
building. 1 squeezed myself in and found out 
that they were all looking at the advertising 
display of Sanyo Corp. (a Japanese electron- 
ics firm). The window was full of modern 
household electrical appliances, and ail the 
Chinese beside me were raving about them. 

" Japan adiieved such speedy economic 
development in the 30 years since the war. 
China had the same 30 years, yet it is far 
behind. Newspapers sing praises of socialism 
and damn capitalism, but this is the best 
proof. 

“ You go in the department store and walk 
up to where they sell casette recorders and

find out that the sets are imported from Japan 
and that the cheapest costs aboutS 667. 1 get 
a monthly salary of $ 27. If I want to buy a 
cassette recorder. Til have to save up all my 
salary for three years — that is, no food, no 
drinks... how can you expect me to have the 
urge to work for die four modernizations (a 
plan for Chinese economic growth). A good 
pair of leather shoes costs $ 23 — are these 
the benefits of socialism ? 

Monday : " Recently there’s been a short 
supply of vegetables in the market, so ordi- 
nary Chinese frequently don’t get to eat veg- 
etables anymore. The huge Pekingchongwen 
vegetable market had only one variety, gaiirc 
shoots, to sell. 

“ One has to line up for more than two 
■ hours just to be able to buy some vegetables. 
They refused to sell more than two small 
bundles of spinach per customer. The Chin- 
ese hardly get any nutrition from what they 
eat. Thev only care about stuffing their 
stomachs full. 

“ You’ re lucky enough if there’s somebody 
in the family who could line up. If both hus- 
band and wife are working, leaving early in 


the morning and coming back late at night, 
then you just don’t expect anything to eat. 
You just bear the hunger. What is even more 
infuriating is that at the time of scarcity, some 
of the grocery stores are arbitrarily raising the 
prices of vegetables. They pass off low- 
quality vegetables as good ones. '* 

Tuesday : “ Felt very bored after work 
today, so I decided to watch a movie. I made 
the rounds of the movie houses and ended up 
not watching any. There are a few newly 
released movies now showing, but they’re 
lousy so People don’t want to see them... 
Television is even worse. Cul ture is not suited 
to people’s wishes but to the needs of prop- 
aganda. During the reign of the Gang of Four 
(a radical faction that opposed China's mod- 
ernization policies), the angle scenario you 
saw on the screen was the gang struggling 
against veteran cadres. Now the roles are 
simply reversed. 

" It is such a hassle to watch a movie you 
like. People literally fight over tickets for 
movies shown* 1 in - -nally " (not shown publ- 


icly but by arrangement with work places). ”

Cop difc.5 in Swiss opera house riot 


ZURICH. June 1 (AP) — One policeman 
died and several persons were injured when 
scores of youths rioted against the proposed 
construction of a new opera bouse in down- 
town Zurich, police reported Sunday. 

Between 200 and 300 youths marched 
through the city to the old opera house build- 
ing, police said, pdting shops and police with 
stones and other objects, and smashing a 
number of windows and glass doors. It was 
one of the most violent dashes between 
police and the normally placid Swiss public 
for several years. 

The youths were prjtestmg against the 
renovation of the Z - i 3 Opera House which 


many local residents feel is a waste of tax- 
payers money and a service only to the rich. 
The plan is being put to popular vote on June 
8 . 

The policeman who died. 5 1 -year old Peter 
Kellerhals. suffered a severe heart attack. 
Tea of his colleagues were also injured. 

Police said eleven Swiss youths were 
arrested, five of them under the age of 18. 
According to first estimates, the demons- 
trators caused some $ 12,500 in property 
damage. Sources said the demonstration, 
organized by an unknown group, was coordi- 
nated by one or more private radio operators 
using short wave bands. 


Giscard’ s Warsaw fori 
renews De Gaulle stanu

PARIS, June 1 (WP) — In the days since 
French President Valery Giscard cf Estaing 
returned empty-handed from his meeting in 
Warsaw with Soviet President Leonid 
Brzbnev, diplomats and commentators in 
Western Europe have been trying to define 
what Giscard was attempting to achieve. 

Most analysis leads to the conclusion that, 
by breaking Western solidarity, Giscard was 
seeking to guarantee himslef a reelection that 
has been looking at least somewhat question- 
able. 

As Jean-Francois Revel, editor erf the 
newsweekly L * Express, put it, Giscard 
bought “the discreet neutrality of tile French 
Communist party" in the 1981 presidential 
elections. 

“It is the only key for understanding a dip- 
lomacy for which it is difficult to find any 
logical explanation from a striedy foreign pol- 
icy standpoint,” Revel said. 

While the permanent weight of the Com- 
munist party in French politics seems to be at 
tire root of Giscarcfs move, the long-term 
effects and implications on the. West are 
incalc u la b le. Some of the coolest beads in 
Europe warn that this could represent the 
real beginning of the “Fmlandization” of 
Western Europe, the accommodation to 
Moscow the Soviets seek. 

“If the Soviets meant to show what'is the 
real state of the Western alliance, to explode 
afl the myths we have been living by, then the

invasion of Afghanistan could not have suc- 
ceeded more brilliantly.” said a veteran con- 
tinental diplomat. 

The reactions to Giscarcfs move also 
underline French ability to influence others 
in Europe and the Third World. It is an ability 
many Americans, even on the policy-making 
leveL, underestimate. 

Giscarcfs apparent need to go to Warsaw 
to get Communist support at home also sug- 
gests an answer to the nagging questions of 
why French governments since Charles De 
Gaulle regardless of their intentions when 
they start out, have wound up having strained 
relations with the United States. 

After the weak pro-American third force 
governments of the 1950’s that embraced 
everyone in the French political spectrum 
between the Gaulists and the Co mmunis ts. 
De Gaulle worked out a new French national 
consensus based on the assertion of French 
“independence" between Moscow and 
Washington. The French Communists could 
only applaud because this involved loosening 
French ties with die United States. 

It was die basis for a system of government 
that went far toward answering the basic 
dilemma of Frendf politics — how can you 
govern by denying up to a quarter of the 
electorate a sense of belonging to the nation? 

The Gaul list answer worked, at the price of 
.granting the French Communist parly’s 
Kremlin mentors substantial leverage over 
French political life. 

The Soviets have been able to throw elec- 
toral dout to each of the three presidential 
winners under De Gaulle's Fifth Republic.
